There are two sides to this story, 
as to all stories. W hat to Eat seems 
to have struck a true lead in saying 
th a t the retailer is more imposed 
upon than guilty, and that the m an­ 
ufacturer who put In the forbidden 
adulterants is the one who should 
sniffier the law’s penalty. 
It might 
have gone further and added that a 
nice application of the national law 
would solve the problem by making 
ii impossible for the retailer to have 
bad foods in his possession. 
On the other hand, the national 
law is not strong in all particulars. 
It is notably w-eak in its failure to 
dem and that packages and cans of 
food stuffs shall be plainly labeled 
with the date of manufacture. W hat 
was good to eat in 1906 may be bad 
to eat in 1907.
